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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure does not commence on a separate sheet in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 .52(b)(4). A new abstract of the disclosure is required and 
must be presented on a separate sheet, apart from any other text. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the Invention. 

There is no antecedent basis for the "projections" recited at line 2. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 8 and 10-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 

anticipated by Klonsinski et al. or Illy. 

There is disclosed in Klonsinki and Illy respectively, a brewing chamber (30, 23); 
a filter pod support (50, bottom surface) in the brewing chamber; a filter support 
discharge opening (51 , 29); a sieve (55, 22) between the discharge opening and a filter 
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pod; and a surface (53, bottom surface) of the filter support for directing brewed coffee 
to the discharge opening. 

In regards to the claimed aperture sizes of the sieve and discharge opening, it 
appears that those of Klonsinski and Illy are within the claimed size ranges. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl<ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Klonsinski et al. or Illy in view of Dijs. 

Dijs discloses that it is known in the art to use a plurality of projections, of various 
shapes, on a filter pod support surface to space the filter pod away from the surface and 
direct brewed coffee in a uniform manner toward a discharge opening. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to provide the filter pod 
supports of Klonsinski or Illy with the projections taught in Dijs, in order to space the 
filter pods a distance from a lower surface and provide a guidance means in the 
surfaces for directing the brewed coffee toward the discharge opening in a uniform 
manner. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 7 and 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Santi, Heier, Zimmermann et al. and Meister et al. 
are cited for their disclosure of the state of the art.
